Manuel  do  Pataii-.o,  S.  Paulo,  says  that  in  1893  lliat 
municipal  district  may  produce  i  ,000, 000  arrobas 
of  coffee. 

— Accotding  to  a  recent  French  patent,  granted 
to  M.  Karolti,  of  Paris,  a  dry  extract  of  coffee  is 
prepared  in  the  following  manner.  The  roasted 
and  finely-ground  coffee  is  introduced  into  a 
jacketed  cylinder  connected  with  a  copper  eon- 
densing  sphere.  The  cylinder  is  kepi  rotating, 
and  is  healed  by  passing  super-healed  steam  into 
ihe  jacket".  A  vacuum  is  maintained  in  ilie  sphere 
and  cylinder  until  the  temperature  of  the  latter 
reaches  i6on  C,  after  which  the  pressure  ■  is 
allowed  to  increase  rapidly,  ,in'd  when  the  vacuum 
is  only  fen  centimetres  the  steam  is  shut  oft*  and 
the  apparatus  left  lor  five  or  ten  minutes  utilil  tlie 
lemperainre  rises  to  210°  C.  At  this  point  cold 
water  is  at  once  injected  into  the  jacket.  Hie 
distillate  is  filtered  and  immediately  added  in  suit- 
able proportion  a  pulverized  extract  of  the  residual 
coffee  in  the  cylinder,  prepared  by  throwing  the  re- 
sidual coffee  inlohotdistilled  w;  er  and  evaporating 
the  infusion  thus  obtained  in  vacuo.  'Hie  mixture 
is  finally  dried  in  vacuo  either  by  heat  or  "Over- 
absorbents,"  and  the  resulting  powder  is  called 
^express  cafe."
